FORCING  PRICES  LOWER.  PRICES  FOR  ANIMAL  PROTEINS  WERE  MIKED  ACROSS  THE  COUNTRY. 
REDUCED  BEEF  SLAUGHTER  IN  THE  PLAINS  AREA  HAS  KEPT  SUPPLIES  OF  BLOOD,  MEAT  AND 
BONE  MEAL  LIGHT.  GOOD  DEMAND  POR  FEATHERMEAL  IN  THE  MIDWEST  PUSHED  PRICES 
HIGHER  AT  ARKANSAS  POINTS.  THE  CORN  COMPLEX  PRICES  WERE  MIXED,  WITH  SUPPLIES  OF 
CORN  HOMINY  FEF.D  LIMITED  BY  REDUCED  MILLING  TIMES.  LIMITED  EXPORTING  AND  LIGHT
